THE CHANGE WROUGHT BY 
MUNITIONS. 


We have received the following from a trust- 
worthy source :— 

It may be worth while to say just what a 
man will see, and what he is likely to feel 
if he visits the Allied front line near the Somme, 
at a point where the British Army has just 
made one of its many steps forward. To reach 
this point he must cross first a belt of derelict 
land and then a belt of desert. The derelict 
land begins about three miles behind the Alhes 
old front, their front as it was till the first 
of July. On this belt of land German shells 
used to fall. They did not fall everywhere, but 
they might fall anywhere. So it has not been 
cropped for two years, and has gone back to 
prairie. Where not worn bare by feet, hpofs 
and wheels, it is all one rolling veltit of thistles 
yd coarse grass and wild flowers and self-sown 
shoots of the old crops of mustard and corn. 

From this waste of gay colour and verdure 

ii pass, almost at a step, into the belt of 
sheer desert. The siep is made where you 
cross the old German front trench. From here 
onward the ground is naked and raw, and 
pitted all over with shell-holes, like a badly 

k-marked face. In the villages almost every 
ouse has been ground down into a mess of 
bricks, and half the bricks into brick dust. The 
trees are broken half way up their trunks, and 
all their side branches lopped off; the ragged 
stumps look like the ends of old gardener’s 
brooms. This was done by the Allies’ guns in 
the last week of June. tt was the heaviest 
cannonade in the history of artillery, as the 
German cannonade at Verdun had been in its 
time. A few weeks more and no one will be 


able to see what that first desolation was, for |" 


already the grass has begun to grow over Fri- 
court, as it does on the floor of the Cloth Hall 
at Ypres; and the sap of the trees, baulked of 
its natural outlets, is bursting out everywhere 
from the bank in thousands of: little overfed 
twigs. 

GERMAN SHELLS MISS. 

Across this desert you work your way up a 
road where British troops have been laying 
the best of macadam, to mend the bad paris, 
and British steam-rollers have worked it well 
in. You presently come within range of the 
German guns, and you hear a shell or two 
burst in a wood, some way off on one side, or, 
perhaps, on a part of the road where nobody 
is.. For there is not a German aeroplane in the 
sky to tell the German gunners where to aim; 
only far up out of hearing a couple of British 
aircraft, moving in great circles over the whole 
field of battle, policing the sky; and behind 
you, above the horizon, a long row of British 
captive balloons, strange shapes, like maggots 
half-uncurled, ceaselessiy watching the ridge 
towards which you are mounting. Soon you 
take it for granted that German shells miss, 
and as eath one comes, down on some new 
vacant space and sends up its haystack-like 
block of black smoke and its fountain of flying 
bits of metal and earth, you reflect on its cost 
to the German taxpayer. 

The ridge, where you know that the front 
line will be, is a blunt ridge, and not the sharp 
crest that it seems, as a ridge always does 
when seen from far off. As you near it, the 
slope up which you have walked eases off into 
a gentle convexity, like the top of a very smál! 
world. Then, over the ridge and far beyond it, 
there lifts into sight another ridge covered with 
trees, which guns have not touched. They are 
the woods on the heights north of the upper 
waters of the River Ancre, on which our own 
ridge looks down from the south. So the top 
must be near, and the batile front with it. 
You take to a trench, to approach it more 
safely—any one out of many trenches that lead 
to the firing line will do—and walk with your 
head two feet under cover, along a neat crack 
in ‘the earth, with a sharp corner every few 
yards, till you turn a last corner into the actual 
firing trench. 

THE LIFE INSIDE. 

It is a trench to gladden the connoisseurs 
heart. How the men must have worked when- 
ever they were not fighting—and digging is less 
dear than fighting in the soul of youth—in 
order to model this perfect line of defence and 
offence—its shapely firing step and clean-cut 
vertical walls and massively squared traverses! 
Here is no gaping V-shaped ditch to collect the 
enemy's trench-mortars and invite his wander- 
ing whiz-bangs in. And the men know it. You 
walk along the trench and see a just pride, as 
well as confidence, in their faces. , It is noon 
now, and some of them are blowing on hot tea 
to cool it, or eating out of their dixies a hot 
stew of meat, potatoes, and peas. It has not 
always been thus in an English fiting trench. 
The English only learn war, in each of their 
wars, by degrees. But. now they have Jearnt 
it. The day is fine, and other men are asleep, 
basking like cats, in a state of beatitude, on 
little sunny shelves and bunks cunningly ‘seulp- 
tured out of the trench’s firm clay walls. One 
httle knot of men off duty are bending over 
& comic paper at a corner—the wary old trench- 
dweller always likes a corner because he can 
jump round it at the shortest notice, and put a 
solid angle of earth between him and anything 
noxious that drops in on the other side.

In the next twenty minutes 
many capricious-looking fates will fail in- 
dividuals on both sides. But, underlying this 
seeming confusion in the destinies of atoms, 
causes will still be having their natural effects. 
The average German soldier, having endured 
defeat already, will fight less well than he did. 
His nerves, having sulfered the strain of those 
hew experiences in the shell-holes, will hold out 
less long than they used to. His mind, having 
learnt that surrender into the hands of English- 
men does not mean death or ill-usage, but 
merely release from danger and exhaustion, will 
be less averse from surrender than it was. The 
German Army naturally scored last year by 
being quicker (lan the Allies to see that success 
in trench warfare is to the side with most 
munitions. Jt made the war a competition in 
munition making, and it has been distanced in 
that competition, and now the wide advancing 
line of English infantry will enter a German 
trench shattered out of shape as no Allied 
trench has ever been shattered, even at Verdun. 
Causes will have their effects, though sometimes 
it may not seem like it. However long the war 
may yet last, it has begun to have the character 
of a winding-up. Even a minor English attack 
on a short length of trench near the Somme 
begins to be recognisable now as one of. the 
many forms that have to be gone through,«one 
after another, in liquidating a business clearly 
bankrupt.

MEETING IN DUBLIN. 


CONDEMNATION OF 
NATIONALIST PARTY. 


The first public arc Í in Dublin of the 
newly-formed Irish Nation League was held yes- 
terday in the Phenix Park in the presence of a 
large crowd.,, A series of resolutions was 
adopted deminding the instant release of ail 
Irish political nrisoners and the immediate ccssa- 
tion of martial law, declaring determined op- 
position to conscription, and resistance to it by 
every means possible, demanding full and com- 
plete self-government for all Ireland, condemn- 
ing and refusing to submit to any division of 
the country, calling upon Irish Nationalist 
members of Parliament who supported the par- 
tition proposals to resign their seats and allow 
the electors to élect representatives who wil 
give expression to their opinions, and protesting 
against war imposts which tex Ireland beyond 
er capacity. . 
k Mr. P. W. Kenny (Waterford), who presided, 
extended a hearty welcome to the Northern 
Nationalists, end outlined the causes which gave 
rise to the formation of the league. For some 
years past there had been a noticeable falling 
off on the part of the Nationalist leaders from 
the ideals bequeathed to them by Parnell. They 
were paying less heed to the voice of the 
people, they preferred Imperialism to nation- 
ality, and they looked to British rather than 
Irish interests. (Appleuse.) Their crowning 
offence was that they tried to barter for their 
rsonal advantage a part of the sacred soil of 
reland. Their methods were as discreditable 
to them as the ends at which they aimed. The 
people felt degraded by the conduct of their 
lesders. It. was said that the rebellion had 
created a new spirit in Ireland. That spirit 
had always been there, but the rebellion had 
revived and added fresh vigour tot. (Ap- 
lause.) The formation of the Irish Nation 
gon was the first tangible expression of it. 
Ié was at first formed to protest against the 
dismemberment of the country, but its scope 
had since been widened. They had held a con- 
ference the previous evening, at which about 
one hundred persons from all parts of Ireland 
attended, and they drew up the constitution of 
the League. It contained safeguards against 
the petty vices and sins which had brought the 
national movement to ruin; it would take up 
that movement where Parnell left it. (Ap- 
plause.)

The history of Ulster was known to the people of 
the six counties trom whom self-sacrificing legis- 
lators proposed to take off all claim to be ealled 
Irishmen. Ulster was called on to pay a price 
which in the history of civilisation waá never 
heard of before, in order that these sapient 
gentlemen might have an evening's entertain- 
ment. He admitted that there were many 
Unionists in Ulster of strong, honest, convie- 
tions, who bore no hatred to their fellow-Irish- 
men, but they did not count. It was the RBel- 
fast type of politician that. counted, the politi- 
cian who hated the name of Ireland, and who 
would, if he could, drench the soil of Ircland 
with the blood of its Catholic people. ‘* We 
will make no terms with them, ' he declared. 
Aye, say martial law a thousand times, we 
will take the field, and invoke the God of 
battles."’ (Cheers.) Though Catholics were in 
an overwhelming majority in Derry, that city 
was a citadel of Orange ascendancy. Catholics 
had not sufficient municipal power to appoint a 
scavenger. People heard of victories in Derry 
City, but that was what they resulted in. When 
the rebellion broke out Sir Edward Carson must 
have been trembling in his boots. ‘ There is 
the man ” was the cry of the people; yet Mr. 
Redmond jumped up in the House of Commons 
and expressed the hope that no political capital 
would be made out of it. here was not a 
lawyer in the land, capable of giving a legal 
opinion, who could assert that Sir Edward Car- 
son s conduct, and that of his friends, including 
the Attorney-General, was not high. treason. 
(Cheers.) It was consecrated high treason, it 
was blessed high treason. (Laughter.) The 
Nation League, to justify itself, must bring the 
crimes of Carson home. (Cheers.) The Hard- 
inge Commission was an insult to Ireland. If 
Redmond were an honest man he would have 
had Cabinet Ministers impeached. There was 
not a priest in Ulster, whose heart was with 
his people, who did not give his blessing to the 
new movement. (Cheers.) 

Mr. F. J. O'Connor (Omagh) said that the 
Lloyd George partition propesals were sought 
to be imposed behind the tacks of the people. 
These proposals were not dead. Mr. Redmond 
had bound himself irrevocably to them, an

For this purpose, National Hunt races are of no 
assistance, and unless provincial racing on the flat 
is resumed this season a blow will be struck at 
the thoroughbred breeding industry from which it 
is not likely to recover, as the small breeder and 
the owner of the small stud must be practically 
wiped out of existence.

THE CHANGE WROUGHT BY 
MUNITIONS. 


We have received the following from a trust- 
worthy source :— 

It may be worth while to say just what a 
man will see, and what he is likely to feel 
if he visits the Allied front line near the Somme, 
at a point where the British Army has just 
made one of its many steps forward. To rea 
this point he must cross first a belt of derelict 
land and then a belt of desert. The derelict 
land begins about three miles behind the Alhies 
old front, their front as it was till the first 
of July. On this belt of Jand German shells 
used to fall. They did not fall everywhere, but 
they might fall anywhere. So it has not been 
cropped for two years, and has gone back to 
prairie. Where not worn bare by feet, hpofs 
and wheels, it is all one rolling velit of thistles 
and coarse grass and wild flowers and self-sown 
shoots of the old crops of mustard and corn. 

From this waste of gay colour and verdure 
you pass, almost at a step, into the belt of 
sheer desert. The step is made where you 
cross the old German front trench. From here 
onward the ground is naked and raw, and 
pitted all over with shell-holes, like a badly 
 eagg wag: face. In the villages almost every 

ouse has been ground down into a mess of 
bricks, and half the bricks into brick dust. The 
trees are broken half way up their trunks, and 
ali their side branches lopped off; the ragged 
stumps look like the ends of old gardener’s 
brooms. This was done by the Allies’ guns in 
the last week of June. tt was the heaviest 
cannonade in the history of artillery, as the 
German cannonade at Verdun had been in its 
time. A few weeks more and no one. will be 
able to see what that first desolation was, for 
already the grass has begun to grow over Fri- 
court, as 1t does on the floor of the Cloth Hall 
at Ypres; and the sap of the trees, baulked of 
its natural outlets, is bursting out everywhere 
from the bank in thousands of: little overfed 


twigs. 
GERMAN SHELLS MISS. 

Across this desert you work your way up a 
road where British troops have been laying 
the best of macadam, to mend the bad parts, 
and British steam-rollers have worked it well 
in. You presently come within range of the 
German guns, and you hear a shell or two 
burst in a wood, some way off on one side, or, 
perhaps, on a part of the road where nobody 
is. For there is not a German aeroplane in the 
sky to tell the German gunners where to sim; 
only far up out of hearing a couple of British 
aircraft, moving in great circles over the whole 
field of battle, policing the sky; and behind 
you, above the horizon, a long row of British 
captive balloons, strange shapes, like maggots 
half-uncurled, ceaselessly watching the ridge 
towards which you are mounting. Soon you 
take it: for granted that German shells miss, 
and as each one comes down on some new 
vacant space and sends up its haystack-like 
block of black smoke and its fountain of flying 
bits of metal and earth, you reflect on its cost 
to the German taxpayer. 

The ridge, where you know that the front 
line will be, is a blunt ridge, and not the sharp 
crest that it seems, as a ridge always does 
when seen from far off. As you near it, the 
slope up which you have walked eases off into 
a gentle convexity, like the top of a very small 
world. Then, over the ridge and far beyond it, 
there lifts into sight another ridge covered with 
trees, which guns have not touched. They are 
the woods on the heights north of the upper 
waters of the River Ancre, on which our own 
ridge looks down from the south. So the top 
must be near, and the batile front with it. 
You take to a trench, to approach it more 
safely—any one out of many trenches that lead 
to the firing line will do—and walk with your 
head two feet under cover, along a neat crack 
in ‘the earth, with a sharp corner every few 
yards, till you turn a last corner into the actual 
firing trench. 

THE LIFE INSIDE. 

It is a trench to gladden the connoisseur’s 
heart. How the men must have worked when- 
ever they were not fighting—and digging is less 
dear than fighting in the sou! of youth—in 
order to model this perfect line of defence and 
offence—ite shapely firing step and clean-cut 
vertical wails and massively squared traverses! 
Here is no gaping V-shaped ditch to collect the 
enemy's trench-mortars and invite his wander- 
ing whiz-bangs in. And the men know'it. You 
walk along the trench and see a just pride, as 
well as confidencé, in their faces. , It is noon 
now, and some of. them are blowing on hot tea 
to cool it, or eating out of their dixies a hot 
stew of meat, potatoes, and peas. It has not 
always been thus in an English firing trench. 
The English only learn war, in each of their 
wars, by degrees. But, now they have Jearnt 
it. The day is fme, and other men are asleep, 
basking like cats, in a state of beatitude, on 
little sunny shelves and bunks cunningly seulp- 
tured out of the trench’s firm clay walls. One 
httle knot of men off duty are nding over 
& comic paper at a corner—the wary old trench- 
dweller always likes @ corner because he can 
jump round it at the shortest notice, and put a 
solid angle of earth between him and anything 
noxious that drops in on the other side. Another 
grcup have cheerfuly re-opened that undying 
theme of debate among British soldiers—the 
merits and demetits of the salient at Ypres. 
“How long was you at Wipers?’ “ Four 
mouth.” “ Well, I was there five month. so 
what right have you to speak?”” <A general 
laugh greets this method of proof; and some- 
one else cuts in. You meet officers anxious 
about nothing except to know what there is 
in the last English papers. The sentries on 
duty, with all the crowns of their grass-green 
steel helmets dipped cannily down to the 
parapet’s level, report that nothing is stirring 
over the way. _ These helmets used to 
ugly, and not highly protective; they looked 
like the barber's basin that Don Quixote took 
to be the helmet of Mambrino. The new make 
of helmet is more pretty, and also more vir- 
tuous, It covers more of the neck, though not 
82 much as the blue steel skull-caps of the 
French with their turned-down brims; and its 
ane _ an hedge by. worn at the 
sroper angie it makes 4 comely youn r 
ook rather like Donatello's the Deva ak 
Florence,"’ with the stooping head.

this August. And yet you know that the waste 
is infested; that you need only raise your head

that, if you crawled out on your stomach and 
peeped over the edge of each shell- you 
reached, you would some at last to one in 
which men in wide-skirted grey tunics, with 
narrow red bands round their caps, are erouch- 
ing, some of them nursing their good friend, the 
machine gun; some of them igging hard to 
connect hole with hole till a rdw of fortuitous 
dots is turned into a line; some of them 
tucked into little cavities scooped in the earth on 
the near side of the hole, like sand martens’ 
nests on the walls of a quarry, and stari ap- 
prehensively up at the nia British bi- 
planes wheeling about in the sky overhead, as 
the larks in the grass look up at the hawk. 

You know all this, because on the way up 
this eonting you talked with a number of 
Prussian and Saxon prisoners in one of the 
'Acages “— little camps of tents or wood huts, 

ere the latest captives rest for some days, 
afe out of range of their friends’ heavy guns, 
till they can be sent on by train to the Lek or 
to England. Three days ago they came down 
broken nerved to the “ cage,” their faces lined 
and drawn with mental overstrain, some of them 
still mechanically making deprecatory gestures 
of surrender and entreaty as they marched. 
To-day all the lines were smoothed out; they 
had been fed, and had slept for whole nights, 
and had found that the murdewers described 
to them by their own sergeants inflict nothi 
but offers of Virginian cigarettes. So they had

lank ground. On some early day, perhaps, 
the incessant sequence of separate shell bursis 
among and around them at intervals will change 
in an instant into an outburst of furious con- 
tinuous barking, like a suddenly angered dog's, 
ór that of a great many suddenly angered dogs. 
The earth of their trench, and in front of 1, 
and behind it, will begin to dance up in foun- 
tains, like the surface of a puddle during very 
heavy rain, only that all the earth fountains are 
twenty feet high. Perhaps the Germans wi! 
just be able to see through a hole in the smoke 
that the British parapet, where not a sign ol 
human habitation had been seen before, bristles 
with men standing up at full height and then 
moving forward. In the next twenty minutes 
many capricious-looking fates will fall in- 
dividuals on both sides. But, underlying this 
seeming confusion in the destinies of atoms, 
causes will still be having their natural effects. 
The average German soldier, having endured 
defeat already, will fight less well than he did. 
His nerves, having suffered the strain ot! those 
new experiences in the shell-holes, will hold out 
less long than they used to. His mind, having 
learnt that surrender into the hands of English- 
men does not mean death or ill-usage, but 
merely release from danger and exhaustion, will 
be less averse from surrender than it was. The 
German Army neturally scored last year by 
being quicker #@an the Allies to see that success 
in trench warfare is to the side with most 
munitions. Jt made the war a competition in 
munition making, and it has been distanced in 
that competition, and now the wide advancing 
line of English infantry will enter a German 
trench shattered out of shape as no Allied 
trench has ever been shattered, even at Verdun. 
Causes will have their effects, though sometimes 
it may not seem like it. However long the war 
may yet last, it has begun to have the character 
of a winding-up. Even a minor English attack 
on a short length of trench near the Somme 
begins to be recognisable now as one of the 
many forms that have to be gone through, one 
after another, in liquidating a business clearly 
bankrupt.

MEETING IN DUBLIN. 


CONDEMNATION OF 
NATIONALIST PARTY. 

The first public ara Í in Dublin of the 
newly-formed Irish Nation League was held yes- 
terday in the Phenix Park in the presence of a 
large crowd. A series of resolutions was. 
adopted demanding the instant release of a: 
Irish political prisoners and the unmediate cossa-, 
tion of martial law, declaring determined op- 
position to conscription, and resistance to it by 
every means possible, demanding full and com- 
giete self-government for all Ireland, condemn- 
ing and refusing to submit to any division of 
the country, calling upon Irish Nationalist 
members of Parliament who supported the par- 
tition proposals to resign their seats and allow 
the electors to elect pus gh ig Nó he 

i pression to their opinious, and protesting 
sd An os war imposts which tax Ireland beyond 

er capacity. ' 
. Mr. P. w. Kenny (Waterford), who presided, 
extended a hearty welcome to the Northern 
Nationalists, and outlined the causes which gave 
rise to the formation of the league. For some 
years past there had been a noticeable falling 
off on the part of the Nationalist leaders from 
the ideals bequeathed to them by Parnell. They 
were paying less heed to the voice of the 
people, they preferred Imperialiam to nation- 
ality, and they looked to British rather than 
Irish interests. (Appleuse.) Their crowning 
offence was that they tried to barter for their 

rsonal advantage a part of the sacred soil of 

reland. Their methods were as discreditable 
to them as the ends at which they aimed. The 
people felt degraded by the conduct of their 
lesders. It was said that the rebellion had 
created a new spirit in Ireland. That spirit 
had always been there, but the rebellion had 
revived and added fresh vigour toit. (Ap- 

lause.) The formation of the Irish Nation 
Leas was the first tangible expression of it. 
It was at first formed to protest against the 
dismemberment of the country, but its scope 
had since been widened. They had held a con- 
ference the previous evening, at which about 
one hundred persons from all parts of Ireland 
attended, and they drew up the constitution of 
the League. It contained safeguards against 
the petty vices and sins which had brought the 
national movement to ruin; it would take up 
that movement where Parnell left it. (Ap- 
plause.)

Rev. Phillip O'Doherty (Donegal) appealed as 
an Ulsterman to the men of Leinster, Munster, 
and Connaught to avert from the Nationalists 
of Ulster horrors worse than Egyptian bondage. 
The history of Ulster was known to the people of 
the six counties trom whom self-sacrificing legis- 
lators proposed to take off all claim to be ealled 
Irishmen. Ulster was called on to pay a price 
which in the history of civilisation was never 
heard of before, in order that these sapient 
gentlemen might have an evening's entertain- 
ment. He admitted that there were many 
Unionists in Ulster of strong, honest, convie- 
tions, who bore no hatred to their fellow-Irish- 
men, but they did not count. It was the Bel- 
fast type of politician that counted, the politi- 
cian who hated the name of Ireland, and who 
would, if he could, drench the soil of Ireland 
with the blood of its Catholic people. We 
will make no terms with them, he declared. 
Aye, say martial law a thousand times, we 
will take the field, and invoke the God of 
battles."" (Cheers.) Though Catholics were in 
an overwhelming majority in Derry, that city 
was a citadel of Orange ascendancy. Catholics 
had not sufficient municipal power to appoint a 
scavenger. People heard of victories in Derry 
City, but that was what they resulted in. When 
the rebellion broke out Sir Edward Carson must 
have been trembling in his boots. “ There is 
the man” was the cry of the people; yet Mr. 
Redmond jumped up in the House of Commons 
and expressed the hope that no political capital 
would be made out of it. There was not a 
lawyer in the land, capable of giving a legal 
opinion, who could assert that Sir Edward Car- 
son's conduct, and that of his friends, including 
the Attorney-General, was not high treason. 
(Cheers.) It was consecrated high treason, it 
was blessed high treason. (Laughter.) The 
Nation League, to justify itself, must bring the 
crimes of Carson home.

The Western Front. 


In yesterday afternoon’s despatch Sir 
Douglas Haig sums up the results of 
the week's heavy fighting on the British 
portion of the Somme front. Our line has 
been advanced on a front of 6,000 yards— 
nearly three and a half miles—to a depth 
varying from 300 to 3,000 yards. Severe 
defeats and heavy losses have been in- 
flicted on the enemy, and the important 
and strongly defended localities of Falfe- 
mont Farm, Leuze Wood, Guillemont, and 
Ginchy have been torn from his hands. 
Trish iments drawn from Con- 
naught, Leinster, and Munster—have been 
in the thick of the fighting, and Sir 
Douglas Haig pays a special tribute to 
their work in the final assaults on Guille- 
mont and Ginchy. No doubt, the Press 
correspondents at the front will tell us 
something more of the doings of these 
regiments, which have had the ‘place “of 
honour in the fiercest stage of the greatest 
battle of the war on the western front, - 
The enemy was confident that Guille- 
mont and Ginchy would be effective 
obstacles to an extension of our 
advance eastwards to Combles. ' These 
strongholds have fallen, however, and our 
capture of the whole of the enemy's second 
system of defence from the outskirts of 
Thiepval to the vicinity of Combles is con- 
firmed. We are now before the third 
system. ‘The fact that Guillemont and 
Ginchy stood in the way has made the 
task of the British troops a heavier one 
thah that of the French immediately on 
our right, The splendid result of Satur- 
day’s attacks, however, has brought the 
British line level with that of the French, 
and the Anglo-French salient north of the 
Somme now forms a symmetrical arc from

of Fleury was, in a sense, a sign of the 
Allies’ grasp of the initiative which, at 
midsummer, they seized on all fronts. 
General Joffre would not allow the enemy 
to dictate to him where his troops should 
be massed. The defence of Verdun, there- 
fore, was left to the ordinary defending 
force, while the French striking force was 
massed on the Somme. Events have dic- 
tated the removal of the enemy’s surplus 
divisions from the Verdan region, and the 
defenders of the stronghold on the Meuse 
now have their chance of restoring their 
lines. Fleury, of course, they had already 
retaken before last week, but the German 
position still constituted an undesirable 
salient in the defensive girdle east of the 
Meuse. The fighting of the past few days 
in the Vaux-Chapitre sector has been part 
of the methodical development of a series 
of operations which, taken together, have 
had the result of reducing that salient. 
Officially, it is described as a brilliant 
action. The series of operations will not 
be complete, however, until the French 
are absolute masters again of the plateaux 
of Vaux and Douaumont, and we have no 
doubt that we shall hear of constant fight- 
ing in the settor which contains them 
until the mastery has been achieved. Of 
one thing we may be very sure—that the 
enemy will make no new progress in the 
Verdun region. enceforth he must 
employ his divisions in the desperate de- 
fence of portions of his line which are far 
more formidably attacked than ever was 
Verdun. The result of the long Verdun 
offensive may have given negative comfort 
totheenemy. He thought, perhaps, that, 
if he could not reduce Verdun, then at 
least the Allies could not hope to break 
his own formidable siege-defence lines. By 
this time; however, even that comfort is 
taken from him. 

The enemy may even be nervous lest his 
experience on the Somme may be repeated 
elsewhere, The French are making good 
use of the knowledge that he has with- 
drawn divisions from the Verdun region. 
A Saxon division from the Aisne front has 
also been encountered south of the Somme. 
After the experience of the past week, and 
the token that it conveys of the Allies’ 
resolve to pursue the offensive on both 
banks of the Somme, the German high 
command must be strongly tempted to 
make further transfers of troops from 
various parts of the western front which 
have not yet been attacked. The enemy 
cannot, however, be sure that the effort on 
the Somme represents the limit of the 
Allies’ offensive intentions. It is our 
part to keep him nervous and uncertain. 
The efforts of the French at Verdun are 
one distraction. It cannot be foreseen 
whether these efforts are to be limited, 
or whether it is the intention of the 
French to pursue their new advantage 
there to the full recovery of the positions 
which they held up to last February. Per- 
haps, the enemy may be prepared to sacri- 
fice all the results of the pastsix months’ 
fighting there. He cannot contemplate 
with similar equanimity, however, the loss . 
of his positions on any other portion of the 
British front than that on which he is now 
suffering reverses. In these circum- 
stances a feature of Sir Douglas Haig's 
despatches during the week, secondary in 
importance only to the record of the gains 
on thé Somme, has been the mention of 
“enterprises” and bombardments at 
various points between the Ancre and the 
sea. On Saturday, for example, we afe 
told, our artillery had been bombard- 
ing the enemy's trenches on the Vimy 
Ridge, opposite Souchez, and at Cabaret 
Rouge. On Friday it was mentioned that 


raids had been made south-east of Guinchy 


(near La Bassée) and near Richebourg 
l’Avoué, and that the enemy had shelled 
Armentitres—probably not without some 
reason. Just such raids and bombard- 
ments preceded the launching of the 
Anglo-French offensive on July Ist, and 
the new series cannot fail to make the 
It is certain that we are 
ready to take advantage of any weakness 
at any point; and if he does not dare to 
weaken his front, then so much the better 
for the progress of the Somme advance. 


Dublin and Ireland. 


Last week, in an article entitled “ The 
Legend of Irish Distress,” we protested 
against the inauguration at Sydney, New, 
South Wales, of a fund for “the relief 
of distress in Ireland.” We pointed out 
that Ireland is, in fact, a very prosperous 
country, and that this persistent adver- 
tisement of her imaginary distress is both 
degrading and demoralising. To-day a 
correspondent, writing from Devonshire, 
suggests that the state of Dublin furnishes 
some justification for the continued appli- 
cation of that ancient adjective “ distress- 
ful” She says that the English or 
foreign visitor to Dublin is shocked by the 
condition of the slums, the number of 
children who are allowed to beg in the 
streets, and many other symptoms of 
poverty and wretchedness. We admit that 
a foreign visitor to Dublin, if his Irish 
visit is limited to Dublin, is likely to 
judge Hercules by his foot, to base a poor 
opinion of the rest of this country on the 
state of its capital. Such ill-informed 
people are partly responsible, no doubt, 
for the obstinate currency of the legend 
of Irish distress. We blame them, 
and our remarks were not addressed to 
them. Our criticism was directed to 
the people in Ireland who know well 
that in this respect Dublin does 
not represent the rest of the 
country, and that the causes of its 
wretchedness are largely, if not wholly, 
remediable; yet have fostered, and still 
foster, for political purposes the general 


legend of Irish distress. The people of | 


Sydney can do nothing to cure the squalor 
and misery of the Dublin slums, If mere 
charity alone could work this cure, there 
is plenty of money in Dublin and in the 
rest of Ireland for the purpose. The root 
cause of Dublin’s misery is not want of 
money, and only the people of Dublin 
can remove it. In the first place, Dublin, 
bei’ g a distributing, not a manufacturing, 
certre, suffers from a-s in: . of 
casu2l labour. Other in 
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in Dublin’s distress to justify the artificial 
maintenance of the legend that Ireland is 
a ‘‘distressful country.” Australia is a 
prosperous country, bu if Sydney chose, 
to put its local affairs in the hands of in- 
competent.men, if it preferred the luxury 
of party politics to municipal co-operation, 
if it threw its civic pride and common- ' 
sense into the Pacific Ocean, then in 
twenty years Sydney would be as dark a 
blot on Australia as the slums of Dublin 
are on Ireland. What Dublin needs, as 
our correspondent says, is “a greater civic 
conscience and a great deal more humani- 
tarian agitation.” Dublin needs these 
things badly, but no strangers can help 
it to attain to them. Its case does not 
mitigate in the smallest measure the 
wickedness of the libels on Ireland as a 
pitiful slattern among the nations.

Fatigue and Drink. 


Dr. Hunter's very outspoken statement 
at the meeting of the British Association 
on Saturday will probably revive the con- 
troversy which raged so furiously round 
Mr, Lloyd George's attack on the drink- 
ing habits of the working classes. The 
subject of the meeting was the economic 
cohsequences of fatigue, and it was in- 
troduced by a reilimt on the effects of 
fatigue in war. The moral of this report 
was that prolonged hard work, without 
regular intervals of rest, may have per- 
manently bad results—or, in the language 
of science, may cause a “genuine de 
generation lesion.” As Dr. Maitland re 
marked, however, we cannot have an 
"ideal working day in the trenches. Let 
it be remembered to the credit of the 
British working man that our millions of 
trade unionists in France are doing cheer- 
fully a day’s work—anything up to twenty- 
four hours—which in the piping times of 
peace would have proyoked strikes from 
John o’ Groat’s to Land’s End. But the 
trenches in France are not the munition 
shops and shipbuilding yards at home. 
When the meeting began to discuss the 
evils of industrial fatigue Dr. Hunter, of 
the firm of Swan, Hunter, and Co., 
brusquely eliminated the word “ fatigue,” 
and substituted. the word “drink.” He. 
made some impressive statements. Acci- 
dents in his firm’s yatds are more nume- 
rous on Mondays than on Saturdays, and 
in the former than in the latter half of 
the day. The men are more “tired” on 
Monday than on any other day of the 
week. Whiskey creates “fatigue” even 
in men who are only work!ng for thirty: 
seven hours a week. In spite of the recent 
relaxation of trade union restrictions, Dr. 
Hunter still attributes a certain amount 
of industrial fatigue to “the effort to 
work slowly.” These are disappointing 
charges, and it is a pity that the Trades 
Union Congress has not had an oppor- 
tunity of expressing an opinion on them. 
Of course, Dr. Hunter spoke only for his 
own firm, and it is possible that other 
shipbuilders may be able to report in 
more encouraging terms. We had all 
hoped that the Liquor Control Board would 
effect a marked reform in the drinking 
habits of the working classes in the great 
centres of war industry.

It is now a week ago since Guillemont 
was captured, a feat of war that has not 
yet received its full mead of praise. 
Ginchy was taken at the same time. The 
latter place could not be held then, but 
once again it is in our possession, pro- 
bably for good. The despatch from 
General Headquarters in France to-day 
states that the fine work of the Irish 
troops from Connaught, Leinster, and 
Munster, mentioned in connection with 
the capture of Guillemont, was repea 
yesterday by the same troops in the attack 
on Ginchy. It is also stated that all the 
troops engaged in these operations have 
done splendid work, If Ginchy and 
Guillemont could not be held by the Ger- 
mans, when our troops advanced, the pros- 
pect for Combles, the possession of which 
the German Emperor considers of vital 
importance, is most unhealthy. The Ger- 
man newspapers are ae in much 
talk about a shortening of the German 
line whén it suits their General Staff. It 
will be fortunate if it gets an oppor- 
tunity. 

All things taken into consideration, it 
is not surprising that the air is full of 
rumours as to what is to happen in the 
immediate future. The newspapers con- 
tain ‘hints as to some new move that is 
to take place somewhere very soon. It is 
quite sible that the rumours have 
something behind them, and that we may 
have some more good news before many 
weeks have gais: away. The Ministry 
of Munitions has not been working in vain 
all these past months, and it may be due 
to its hard work that “startling develop- 
ments” on the western front are con- 
sidered probable. 

It was generally supposed that the Prime 
Minister was taking a well earned holi- 
day at Bognor, leaving for a few days all 
thoughts of fighting activities behind in 
London. Now we learn that he has been 
on a tour to the front, getting information 
at first hand of the wonderful events 
going on there, and seeing for himself the 
invaluable service an ample supply of 
munitions is.doing to preserve the lives 
of our. soldiers. 

Quite a shock was given to people in 
the streets of London this afternoon when 
a Sunday newspaper issued a special edi- 
tion, the contents sheet announcing that 
four Zeppelins had been destroyed. The 
papers were quickly bought up, but it was 
soon found that the destruction of 
Zeppelins took place some days ago in 
Germany. According to a Danish journal, 
a large airship wharf near Frankfurt was 
burned down, with four large Zeppelins 
nearly completed, while more than fifteen 
aeroplanes were destroyed. I am afraid 
that few people will attach very much 
importance to this, for we have had so 
many stories of destroyed Zeppelins from 
Germany in the past distributed to 
neutrals for the pexpose of deceiving the 
Allies. A Zeppelin factory so near the 
Rhine is scarcely likely to have escaped 
the attentions of our aviators.

THAT LONELY FEELING. 

The next to loom up out of the grey mists 
were the Lion and the Tiger, both ready for 
sea at any moment, as also were other 
reported by Berlin to be heavily dam , but 
showing remarkably few traces, even when the 
scars were pointed out by experts.

same purpose. “And what would the Admiralty 
say to me if anything happened?” asked the 
captain. ‘‘ No, sir. Send along some of the 
hyphenated kind, and we'll try it.” Followed a 
yarn of an English aviator captured by the 
Germans who was asked by his captors to take 
a German observer over one of our seas in his 
machine. At first he refused, but afterwards, 
strapping himself in position, consented. ' 
German was armed, but bulky, and his 
straps were not to be depended on. Somewhere 
over the North Sea, in the dusk of that sunset, 
a trawler saw a remarkable sight. An English 
aviator was looping the loop for sheer joy ap- 
parently, somersault after somersault, like a 
tumbler pigeon. He kept it up for half an 
hour. Then a dark bulk dropped from the 
machine and splashed into the North Sea. 
Perhaps it was a German, with a revolver in 
each hand. At any rate, an English aviator 
arrived on the. East coast an hour or two later, 
and he complained of feeling lonely. 

lt was obvious, in talking to the officers and 
men of the Battle Cruiser Fleet, that they were 
brimming with satisfaction over the result of 
the Jutland battle. I asked them about those 
curious sentences in the Jellicoe report describ- 
ing a heavy explosion, felt by all the Battle 
Cruiser Fleet simultaneously, at dusk, after the 
enemy had withdrawn. The nearest German 
ship at the time. was at ledst five miles away, 
and the explosion must have been a terrific one, 
for six of our cruisers imagined that they them- 
selves had struck a mine. Perhaps, wher “ mili- 
tary reasons ” permit, we shall have some ex- 
Janation from Berlin. Our own naval officers 
gon their views on the matter, though they 
have not embodied them in any official report. 
They are content with the ascertained German 
losses, which, absolutely and relatively, in the 
number of ships and the tonnage also, are 
definitely proven to be considerably greater 
than our own. Further than that they will not 
go, and the simple reason for the German Press 
victory is that, no matter how great a value 
our officials and newspapers at home may have 

laced upon publicity, our men at sea never 
bha their heads about it. What ean be 
done with men like those of the Warspite? It 
is not that they feel superior to it. y are 
content with realities, and they simply do not 
care about the rest. 
LOVE AND WAR. 

The Jutland battle has been described as our 
greatest naval victory since Trafalgar. But it 
is far more than that. The whole scale of our 
warfare has altered. At Trafalgar we lost 480 
men in a fight that extended over two days. 
At Jutland we lost over 6,000 men in three 
hours. And the Germans lost far more 
heavily even than their losses in ships would 
justify; for they had put to sea with 
double guns’ crews, and they were over-manned. 
So said those who knew what they were talking 
about on the British Battle Cruiser Fleet. 

But, as for painting the newspapers red on 
the morrow of a grim reality like this, what 
can you expect of seamen who behave witk 
complete disregard of the proprieties? In the 
very hottest moment of this most stupendous 
battle im all history, two grimy stokers’ heads 
arose for a breath of fresh air. What domestic 
drama they were discussing the world may 
never know. Jat the words that were actually 
heard passing between them while the shells 
whined overhead were these — 

“ What I ses is—'e ought to ‘ave married 
er. 


What can the Press do—what can Germany 
cdo—with men so indecently unheroic ? 

To understand it you must go down to the 
grim engine-rooms, where the complications of 
machinery—if you try to think them out—will 
give you brain fever. Or you must go into one 
of the great turrets with the gun crew—as | 
diú—a waich thein loading those monstrous 
machines with shells that weigh a ton and ean 
be thrown for twenty miles. You must watch 
them in that narrow space, walled in with steel, 
so narrow that it seems impossible for flesh and 
blood stand the mefe concussion of 

discharge; a narrow space 
1 so compact and minute that 
men must sit there on bicycle saddles while 
they ure battering down an Empire. Then you 
will understand that it is as impossible for these 
men to be emotionally “ quick on the trigger “ 
as it would be to use one of their guns Sow a 
pocket pistol, or for the British Empire to lese 
its “calm” and move with rapidity of 
Mexican raiders. But this does not mean that 
a pocket pistol has any superiority over a 
battleslup, even though the battleship take an 
hour and half to get up steam. Nor does it 
mean that these men are insensible to the great 
significance of their calling. These are things 
of which they do not speak, because they know 
that speech is impotent. 


“NOT THE BRITISH FLEET.” 

And as we passed the Canada, the New Zea- 
land, and the Australia, great ships so near 
together, from Dominions so fat apart, and I 
saw the long lines stretching. out on every side, 
all ready for action, I suddenly realised another 
thing—that even this was not the British Fleet. 

One veil had been lifted for me when, 1 saw 
those marvellous armed auxiliaries, a few score 
of their thousands, patrolling our coasts. 
Another veil had been lifted to-day on this 
gigantic host, which had encountered and beaten 
the whole might of the German Navy. But 
there was yet another veil which had not been 
lifted—the veil of mist that shrouds the Grand 
Fleet of England, those “far off storm-beaten 
ships,’ thrones of the might of the whole 
watching and waiting in the grey 
North, by Scapa Flow. Then I understood wh 
the German Fleet, brave as it has proved itself, 
veiled its own eyes from the splendour of the 
the fifth act in this Titanic drama; and I under- 
stood also, once and for all, why our sailors 
talk of other things. 

Occasionally, however, there are powers that 
try to speak for them; and, as we returned by 
a great new dock which was to consecrated 
to the cause of liberty on the following Sunday, 
we heard a ship's band in the distance practisin 
the hymn for the occasion. The music floated 
out over the grey waters— 

“ O God, our help in ages past” ...., 
Men looked away Eas each other and out to 
the ships where the signals were flashing. 
Canada was talking to Australia again and 
Australia to New Zealand. 

“- A thousand ages in Thy sight 
Are like an evening gone. , 
It was all the past of England speaking, from 
the days of Shakespeare; all the little grey 
spires and towers of her russet-roofed hamlets— 
all the dead of “this dear, dear land, this 
blessed plot, this realm, this earth, #his Eng- 
land.” The men did not sing. They have no 
talent in opera. They did not even speak. But 
I knew how they would fight.(Copyright, 1916, 
by Alfred Noyes.)

| He would like to urge them not to talk too 


much about “ after the war.” After the war all 
sorts of nice ree would be open. When 
we had won the war there would be any number 
of fine things which we could do, and all classes 
would be able to participate. An ey 
unigue in history would provided for them. 
There would be a chance of building up a 
broader, better organised society here at home, 
and rallying round it, binding to it by unbreak- 
able ties those gallant friends and brothers from 
the Dominions who had eome to our aid across 
the ocean and welding together and weaving to- 
gether all this fabric into one Imperial and 
national unity—when we had won the war, and 
only when we had won the war. But anything 
short of a decisive victory, anything in the 
nature of an inconclusive peace would bar all 
this fair prospect, all these hopes of a favour- 
able solution, for ever. Do not let us be drawn 
too much into discussion of what we propose to 
do after the war. After the war was over we 
should be governed entirely by the conditions 
established by the peace which our armies were 
fighting for. No doubt it was quite right for 
persons who were not specially occupied in war 
work and whose qualities aud aptitudes turn 
their minds in this direction to concern them- 
selves with these after-the-war problems, but to 
the bulk of us, to those who were preparing 
themselves to cross the Channel and engage in 
“the great adventure,” to those of them who 
had returned, to all who were engaged in 
aiding them and comforting them and maki 
the supplies which our Army required, to 
men and women out of every 1,000 in our land 
the true motto was “ Look after the war and 
‘After the war’ will look after itself.” 
EFFECTS OF THE BLOCKADE. 

Now he expected that there would be a good 
many clever people who would be angry with 
him for sayimg that, but then there were 
a good many clever people who always were 
very angry with him; iv had become a kind 
of habit. The only think he hoped was that 
the Germans were very angry too. They knew 
the Germans had a good deal to make them 
angry at the présent time, and not only angry, 
but hungry. First of all, there was the Royal 
Navy, never stronger than it was to-day, never 
in more supreme control of the sea than it was 
to-day. The battle of Jutland had shown that 
even in their own waters the German Fleet 
dared not fight a decisive engagement. Now 
was the moment all the more to tighten the 
blockade, and to stop up every possible means 
of Jeakage of supplies into Germany through 
neutral countries. Much progress was being 
made in that direction. The naval blockade 
took a long time to make its effects felt— 
longer than we expected—but it was beginning 
to do so now. There were widespread signs 
throughout the German Empire that the con- 
tinued battering on their front by the Allied | 
armies, the Boavy losses they had sustained, 
the increasingly darkened and menacing out- 
look for them abroad, and the increased 
stringency and privation at home had pro- 
duced, and were producing, sensible effects on 
the German nation, and were making them 
begin to wonder whether, after all, war was 
quite such a pleasant thing, and whether, 
after all, it was not better to live and let live. 
(Cheers.) That was all the more reason for 
redoublipg our efforts and increasing the 
airingeney of our afrangements. Then there 
is the British Army—the New Army—(cheers) 
—that army which would for ever be linked 
with Lord Kitchener's name. Night and day, 
week in and week out, without rest or pause, 
the great New British Army was storming and 
thundering at the German lines with a courage 
‘never excelled in history, and with a devotion 
and sacrifice which no troops in war had ever 
surpassed. It was too early yet to say what 
would be the full and final consequences and 
effects of the tremendous battle which had 
been taking place on the Somme, but we were 
able at any rate to say that no braver troops 
had ever marched to war than those who had 
taken the German lines. (Cheers. ) Then 
there was the air. Surely there, too, we had 
reason to be satisfied and proud. The reports 
from the front were unanimous in testi ying 
to the superiority which our Army had obtained 
over the enemy in the field of battle. The 
hornets were learning to fly by night as well 
as by day, and they would wish him, in their 
name, to express the pride which they al] felt 
in that supreme act of individual prowess 
oppn to any single men, by which a young 
oficer the other night sent to its doom one 
of those ‘accursed engines of destruction. 
(Cheers.) It is said, continued Mr. Churchill 
in conclusion, that the country is divided into 
optimists and pessimists. It may be so. There 
is only this one difference between them. “The 
optimist thinks we are winning the war with 
the aid of tne Government, The peasimist 
thinks we are winning the war in spile of the 
Government. (Laughter.) But in ail classes 
of our countrymen there is no division of 
opinion as to what the ultimate outcome will 
be The great strength which our country has 
shown is a source of pride to everyone. The 
unanimity with which our Empire is welded 
to the motheriand in the great cause justifies 
and vindicates British instiwutions. It‘ is two 
years since the war began. I well remember 
thinking at that time and feeling convinced 
that in declaring war on Germany our country 
had performed the most noble deed in all its 
history. We have gone through a lot since 
then—terrible losses, many disasters, and bitter 
disappointments—but I never felt more sure 
than I do now, on this fine autumn afternoon 
that the course we took two years o one

rescue of the marooned men on Elephant 
Island, and of their life there. They described 
the island as being as inhospitable as it well 
could be. It had precipitous cliffs, over two 
thousand feet in height, against which dashed 
tempestuous seas, It was constantly en- 
veloped in a shroud of fog. 

When the small boat, the James Caird, left 
the island on April 24th last, with Bir Ernest 
and his five men, who set out to Sough 
Georgia to find help, Wilde and his party were 
soaked to the skin, and a fortnight elapsed 
before their semi-frozen clothes could be dried, 
for the stock of dried blubber and penguin 
skins which they had accumulated had to be 
reserved for fuel for cooking. 

For the first three weeks several of the 
party suffered from frostbite, and were ill 
from exposure. All, however, slowly re- 
covered. The ice-hole in which shelter was 
taken on landing soon became unbearable 
owing to the snow. Wilde, realising that 
existence would be impossible under the condi- 
tions which had set in, turned the two remain- 
ing small boats upside down, supported them 
on rocks, to form a roof, and fixed spare 
canvas at the sides to make walls. Chrono- 
meter cases served for windows. Upper bunks 
for half the party were provided by the 
thwarts, the remainder having to be content 
with beds made of pebbles collected from the 
beach. For light they had nothing better than 
a blubber lamp, while a cooking stove was 
extemporiged out of old oil tins. 

When Sir Ernest left there were rations for 
six weeks; but, realising th@ the rescuers 
might be delayed long yond that period, 
Wilde determined to exercise the most stringent 
economy. He decided to husband the Bovril 
ration, which was to form the staple susten- 
ance, the stocks of tea and cocoa having been 
exhausted months before. This was, too, the 
only torm of hot beverage they possessed, and 
it was thus issued once a day. Twice weekly 
it was given out to each man, without water, 
as a meal. It was necessary to utilise every 
scrap of seal, as owing to the formation of an 
icefoot on the beach seals were unable to 
land. 
place for the animals, a channe! was, with 
great labour, cut in the icefoot, and constantly 
kept open. But this work was only rarely 
rewarded by a catch. 

Life in the island was one monotonous round 
eof storms and fogs, the only variation being 
the danger arising from breaking ice and 
Griving seas. 

The sole excitement was when the depleted 
larder received additions. Gales were wel- 
comed, for they cleared the sea of ice, and 
penguins éame to land. 

A. TYPICAL DAY. 

The following was described to me as the 
course of a typical winter's day, after the 
blubber supply had been assured. Before that 
there was one hot meal daily. When dawn 
broke at 8 o'clock the cook set to work to pre- 
pare breakfast, a task that, with the primitive 
cooking arrangements at his disposal, was a 
long one, and it was not until ten that the 
meal was ready. It consisted, generally, merely 
of penguin fried in blubber, with a drink of 
water. Breakfast over, snowdrifts were 
cleared, and penguins were caught ashore. 
Whenever the sea was free from ice a man was 
detailed as a look-out, for no one doubted that 
the party would be rescued in time. One cheer- 
ful optimist, indeed, rolled up his bed every 
morning with the expectation of the rescue 
ship with Sir Ernest arriving at any moment. 
The morning's duties having been carried out, 
at l.o’clock, lunch—biscuits with raw blubber— 
wag served. The afternoon was vecupied\ by 
regalated exercise over a track of a hundred 
yards in length. At five, when darkness fell, 
all were ready for dinner, the menu consisting 
of penguin breast, with a sustaining hot drink, 
made from one Bovril ration. Lacking tobacco, 
the men smoked grass taken from the padding 
of their boots, while pipes were carved from 
birds’ bones and wood. At 5.30 all turned in. 
The members of the party took it in turns to 
read aloud from the only surviving books of 
the little library, which had been reseued from 
the Endurance—the Bible, the Encyclopedia 
Britannica, Browning, Carlyle’s French Revolu- 
tion, and Bacon’s Essays being read in turn. 
On Saturday the evening was marked by a con- 
cert, the feature of which was banjo playing 
by Hussey. This was the only musical instru- 
ment the marooned men possessed. Sir Ernest 
took it off the Endurance just before she was 
abandoned, as a mental tonic. 

THE KING’S BIRTHDAY. 

The King’s birthday was celebrated with as 
much eclat as possible, the Union Jack, which 
His Majesty presented to Sir Ernest to carry on 
the expedition, being hoisted, and the Royal 
health being loyally drunk in hot sledging 
rations. On occasion there was an unexpected 
addition to the bill of fare. Some undigested 
fish were found in the stomach of a sea , and 
were greatly enjoyed. This was the only fish 
poe obtained, for it was impossible to put 

y lines. 

At the beginning of August they secured a 
welcome change of diet. The ice began to melt 
and the rocks were exposed. Limpets were 
gathered in large numbers, and a great deal of 
seaweed was available, and made a valuable 
vegetable. 

The health of the party during their pro- 
longed stay on the island was maintained. as 
far as possible, by constant watchful. 
ness on the part of the two surgeons, Dr. 
Macklin and Dr. Mellroy, in consultation with 
Mr. Wilde. Owing to these precautions no 
trace of scurvy appeared. Slight sickness, due 
to the foul water from the Peguin Summer 
Rockery, was cured by the judicious use of the 
scanty farinaceous stores whieh stil] remained. 

During the latter part of their stay, owing 
to the comparatively high temperature, the 
interior of the improvised hut was constantly 
flooded, and an average of seventy gallons had 
to be baled out every night. . Blizzards were of 
frequent occurrence during the winter, and 
sometimes the party had to keep to cover for 
days together, in crowded and mest uncom- 
fortable conditions. Hone of eventmal rescue 
was never abandoned, and good spirits were a 
great factor in maintaini ealth. After the 
formation of the icefoot the danger of disaster 
from the seas swept up by the blizzards was 
averted, but great masses of the glacier kept 
on breaking away, and created waves which 
sometimes almost reached the boat hut. 

By mid-winter practically all the frostbite 
cases had recovered, except in the of Bilack- 
boro and Hudson, When the doctors desired 
to operate on Blackboro, blubber fires were lit 
in the hut. so as to raise the temperature as 
high as possible. Then, by the light of blubber 
lamps, Blackboro’s toes were su ully re- 
moved. In July, Wilde came to the decision 
that failing relief by the end of October he 
would try to make Decention Island, where 
whalers are generally to be found in the sum- 
mer, in the remaining small boat—the Stan- 
comb Wells. Accordingly, most of the supplies 
of biscuit, sugar, and sledging rations were put 
aside, with this end in view. Two days before 
the rescue a heavy south-west blizzard swept 
the sea clear of pack ice. 

A SHIP IN SIGHT. 

On August 3rd Wilde told me most of the 
party were just down to a seaweed and 
impet lunch when there were shouts from 
Hurley and Marston, who were outside the hut, 
that a ship was in sight.

LORD GREY’S REPLY TO 


SWEDISH MINISTER. 


The Foreign Office forward the following for 
publieation :— 

The Swedish Minister to Lord Grey (Transla- 
tion), August 17th, 1916. 

My Lorp,—In reply to the Note which your 
lordship was good enough to address to me, 
dated August 2nd, respecting arbitration, etc., 
my Government directs me to make the follow- 
iug communication to you:— . 

His Majesty's Government shares the hope 
that this correspondence may end in a definite 
solution of the questions at issue, and would 
warmly congratulate itself to see the application 
of the fertile principle of international arbitra- 
tion. His Majesty's Government is glad to note 
that His Britannic Majesty's Government ap- 
IEA to recognise the impossibility for His 

ajesty's Government to renounce in advance 
the right of taking measures which regrettable 
circumstances might render necessary. 
His Majesty's Government need not say that 
they perfectly recognise, as they have always 
done, the validity and binding force of the 
agreement of 1904, while at the same time 
maintaining their right to suspend the applica- 
tion of this agreement in the conditions in 
question. 

I hasten to take advantage of this opportu- 
nity to renew the assurance of the high con- 
sideration with which I have the honour to be, 
my tord, your lordship’s most humble and 
obedient servant,

Srr,—i have the honour to acknowledge the 
receipt of your Note of August I7th on the 
question of the parcels mails. 

The meaning of this communication does not 
seem to His Majesty's Government to be clear, 
and I have instructed His Majesty’s Minister at 
Stockholm to point out to the Swedish Govern- 
ment that His Majesty's Government must as a 
condition precedent to any arrangement in- 
volving recourse to arbitration have an agssur- 
ance that the Swedish Government will defi- 
nitely cease to interfere with the transit of 
parcels to and from the United Kingdom across 
Sweden.

IRISH BANKING, RAILWAY, 
AND SHIPPING.

STATISTICS FOR 1915. 


The banking, railway, and shipping statistics 
of Ireland for the year 1915 have just been 
issued by the Department of Agriculture and 
Technical Instruction. Reports have hitherto 
been made on these statistics each half-year, 
but, owing to the present necessity of diminish- 
ing the number and bulk of publications, 1t was 
decided to issue only one report for 1915, and 
to include in it comparative figures for five 
years only. 
JOINT STOCK BANKS. 

The deposits and cash balances in Irish joint 
stock banks amounted to £66,803,000 on the 
3lst December, 1915. With the exception of 
1901 and 1905, the deposits and cash i in 
have increased during each calendar year since 
1887, when they stood at £29,771,000. The re- 
cords are interesting (but not an infallible) index 
of Irish agricultural conditions. The compara- 
tively frequent decreases in the first half of 
the year, and the few decreases in the second 
half, are a consequence of the seasonal nature 
of the agricultural industry, the farmers’ ex- 
penditure being heaviest in the first half of 
the year, and his receipts being largest in the 
second six months. Decreases an the. amounts 
in the second half of 1912 and the first half 
of 1914 are attributable to the outbreaks of 
foot-and-mouth disease. The extraordinary in- 
crease of £2,495,000 in the first half of 1915 was 
due to the large sales of live stock following 
the stamping out of the disease. The pheno- 
menal increase of £4,215,000 in the second half 
of 1914 was in part due to the same cause, but 
more largely to the increased prices of agri- 
cultural products caused by the war. The in- 
crease of £1,787,000 in the first half of 1915 
would have been larger, but for Irish invest- 
ments in the 34 per cent. War Stock. The de- 
crease of £1,152,000 in the second half of 1915 was 
principally due to the very large purchases of 
the 41 per cent. War Stock. 

The total amount of bills discounted, advances 
to customers, and loans on security by the Irish 
joint stock banks generally show increases in 
the first half of the year, and decreases in the 
second. In the war months of 1914, there was 
an unusually large decrease, followed by an 
exceptional. decrease in the first half of 1915—in 
normal times an increase would have been ex- 
pected in the spring—and by a very large de- 
crease in the second half of 1915. The large ce-

The deposits in Post Office Savings Banks on 
the 3lst December, 1915, amounted to

They decreased by £555,000 in the following six 
months, they showed the slight inerease of 
£37,000 in the first half of 1915, but showed 
the very large decrease of £1,004,000 in the 
second half of 1915. The decrease is stated by 
the Post Office authorities to be accounted for 
by War Loan subscriptions. The deposits in 


was £2,490,000. The amount on the 30th June, 
1913, was £2,633,000—the largest recorded since 
second half of 1913, an increase of £6,000 in the 
first, and a decrease of £59,000 in the second

CO-OPERATIVE CREDIT SOCIETIES. 

The deposits of these societies on the 3lst 
December, 1905 (the first date for which the 
figures are available) amounted to £12,710. 
Since then they have increased year by year, 
and stood at £33,738 on the 3lst December, 
1914. The loan capital stood at £25,718 on the 
3lst Deeember, 1905, and at £22,534 on the 3ist 
December, 1914, the total capital (deposits and 
loan capital) amounted to £38,428 on the former 
date, and to £56,272 at the latter. The total 
amount of the loans granted by these societies 
decreased from £55,495 im 1913, to £52,927 in 
1914. owing to the necessity for the withdrawal 
of loans by the C.D.B. and the Department. 

GOVERNMENT STOCKS. 

The total amount of Government Stocks on 
which dividends are payable at the Bank of 
Ireland was £46,936, on the 3lst December, 
1915. The amount showed an increase of 
£1,815,000 in 1911, and of £1,326,000 im 1912; a 
decrease of £618,000 im 1913; an increase of 
£152,000 in 1914, and the large increase of 
£4,894,000 in 1915. In the second half of 1915 
£10,736,000 was invested in the 45 per cent. War 


Loan. 
RAILWAYS. 

The gross receipts of Irish Railways in 1915 
amounted to #£4,831,000, as compared with 
£4,661,000 in 1914, and £4,634,000 in 1913. In 
each of the first twenty-five weeks of 1915, í.e., 
up to the 25th June, the gross receipts were 
greater than in 1914, but in thirteen of the last 
twenty-seven weeks of the year the receipts 
were less than in the corresponding weeks of 
1914, due chiefly to the very large exports of 
live stock in the second half of 1914.

A delegate here moved that the Congress 
proceed to the next business. 

The President—I cannot accept a motion of 
that kind after discussion has been opened. 

Mr. Sexton, resuming amidst some interrup- 
tion, declared there were some men who were 
not comrades, for which God be praised. They 
imagined that this resolution was too late in the 
day, but previous forlorn hopes of his had come 
out suceessfully, and “it is never too late to 
mend.’’ (Laughter and cheers.) The fact was 
the Labour machinery was devilishly out of 
repair. (Loud laughter.) At a previous sitting 
they had been given some statistical informa- 
tion by Mr. Smillie, but facts which he (Mr. 
Sexton) had would knock the stuffing out of 
Smillie’s. (Laughter.) The membership of the 
Labour Party was given in last report as two 
million and ninety thousand mombers, and the 
only societies not represented at that Congress 
were the Independent Labour Party and the 
Amalgamated Society of Engineers. Altogether 
there were not two hundred thousand who were 
not represented at that Congress. The Inde- 

ndent Labour Party had thirty thousand mem- 
terrace, Éan hear)—yes, on paper. (Much 
laughter.) But there was a peculiar feature of 
the LL.P.—the membership never ebbed or 
flowed; it was always ig Ó mga (Great 
laughter.) The Fabian icty was also a 
Sccialist society. (Question.) Well, resumed 
Mr. Sexton, they claim to be a‘Socialist society, 
and (with ironical emphasis) are we not all com- 
rades? (Loud laughter.) There was a time 
when the word comrade had some significance, 
and when the 1.L.P. was an honest a Bae ye 
ajovermerit, es free from narrowness BAC 
tarianism as the present movement was chockful 
of it. The word comrade had now degene- 
rated. 1t had become a cant term used by 
the political charletan and the swashbuckler. 
Proceeding to speak of the various organisa- 
tions now existing, he said they now had the 
B.8.P., God only knows what that means, and 
the Union of Democratic Control. (Much 
laughter.) Every one of them was of mushroom 
erowth. (Hear, hear, and laughter.) They 
had fastened themselves on the Labour move- 
ment, and were sucking its very life ood. 
(Hear, hear, and a Voice: * Quite right, Jim. ) 
The speaker concluded with some pungent criti- 
cisma of what he described, amidst laughter, 
as “ the side shows.”’ 

Mr. Gardner (Nayvies) seconded. 

Mr. Ben Cooper (Cigar Makers, London), 
who followed, said he thought it was of the 
first importance that they should make that 
Congress the supreme representative of Labour. 

Mr. J. H. Thomas, M.P., regretted that that 
motion had been introduced at the final sitting 
of the Congress- He profoundly disagreed with 
the 1.L.P. policy on the war, but he was not 
blind to the work of these men. There were 
those who wrote letters to Tory journals, and 
who put up members of the House of Commons 
to criticise the Labour Party—(“‘ Shame ')— 
but it ill became men who when at conferences 
in London had failed to bring forward this 
matter of dual control to go about now crying 
like children because they had failed always to 
get their own way. He was opposed to driving 
out of the movement some of the best brains that 
it possessed, and he advised them to clear their 
minds of cant. The movement must not be 
split. (Cheers.)

LABOURERS’ COTTAGES.

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THE DELVIN CASES. 
(FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT.) 
MULLINGAR, Farivar. 

At the fortnightly meeting of the Delvin (Co. 
Westmeath) Council, r. © Black, J.P., in the 
chair, a letter was read from the Local Government 
Board in regard to their Lnapector’s rt recently 
wiade as to the tenancies of labourers’ cottages in 
the rural district, and the Council's decision at the 
previous meeting. “to take no action in regard 
to evicting the parties mentioned by the Inspector 
(Mr Pack-Beresford).”" The letter referred to “ the 
irregularities as regards tenancies of labourers’ cot- 
“ó rm by the Inspector, and proceeded :— 
“The Local Government Board regret to note that 
the Council have decided to take no steps to re: 
cover possession of the coitages which are occupied 
by owners of farms, nor with respect to cases of 
unoccupied cottages sub-let, aud other illegal tenan- 
cies. e action of the Council, especially in view 
ol the evidence of the condition of the labourers in 
the district, who are not yet provided with houses, 
amounts, in the opinion of the Beard, to nothing 
short of a public scandal, and the Board have, there- 
fore, transmitted papers to the Attorney-General 
for his consideration. ‘The Attornep-icneral has 
now intimated to the Board that, ani the Council 
take immediate steps to recover possession of the 
cottages and to apply them for the benefit of the 
class of persons for whom they were intended by 
the Acts, he will institute im te proceedings 
exainst the members of the Council, fy way of 
information, and without further notice.” . 

Mr. J. J. Macken, solicitor to the Council (who 
was present) said in the first letter of the Local 
Government Board it was stated that there were 
eleven cases Of tenants of cottages owning farms of 
land of from 14 t 26 acres. Of course, that was 
clearly and absolutely illegal. There was no doubt 
the members of the Council could be made Liable. 
No occupant of a labourer’s coitage was entitled to 
hold any land outside the acre attached to his cot-
